As the judicial branch of the 
student government, the board in- 
terprets by-laws and passes on 
the legality of any act of any 
officer, organization or individual | 
if the act is brought to its atten- 
tion by the attorney general. 

In ease of a possible infraction, 
the attorney general submits the 
matter to the board, which has 
the authority to determine pan-! 
ishment if the club or individual 
is tound guilty. To assure a fair 
hearing, the chief justice may ap- 
point one of the associate justices 
to act as defense attorney 

Punishment varies, but in ex- 
treme cases, a student organiza- 
tion may be suspended from the 


campus, The individual violator 
ean lose oll “Student Association 
benefits. This, Clark emphasizes, 


rarely occurs, put In the case of 
continued infraction of rules, it 
can happen.

'San Quentins, and Sing Sings of 
the nation. 

But you're in sad shape when 
' the ones who are have damn near 
eaused you, faithwise, to come 
down with both feet on all the 
others. 
| You can beleve, also, in the 
‘certainty that if there is a God 
in Heaven, He @id not mean for 
His children to live like this. 

And if you tare enough, you 
can ask that same God to impart, 
|not only to Ameriean youth but 
|to the world in which they live, 
a world gone mad with cold war 
| and the threat of atomic destruc- 
| tion, a world which perhaps con- 
| tributes to the behavior of to- 
| day's young people, the wisdom 
jto save them both from them- 
' selves before it’s too late.
